The  announcement  of  the  call 
and  the  acceptance  of  Rev.  C.  H. 
Becker  to  the  presidency  of  Wart- 
burg  College  has  no  doubt  roused 
intense  interest  amoung  Wartburg 
students,  alumni,  cind  friends. 
Most  of  Hum  want  to  know  more 
about  him,  to  get  better  acquaint¬ 
ed  with  the  man  who  is  to  help 
Wartburg  on  its  way  toward  be¬ 
coming  a  bigger  and  better  insti¬ 
tution. 

Recently  a  Trumpet  reporter 
paid  Pastor  Becker  a  visit.  Here 
are  the  results  of  the  interview: 

Conrad  H.  Becker  was  extended 
the  call  to  the  Presidency  on  Tues¬ 
day,  January  16.  Two  and  one- 
half  weeks  later  he  announced  his 
acceptance.  After  conscientious 
and  prayerful  deliberation  he 
came  to  the  conclusion  that  the 
Lord  was  calling  him  to  this  speci¬ 
fic  field  of  service.  He  accepts 
with  joy  and  enthusiasm,  being 
convinced  that  Wartburg  College 
has  a  great  future  and  can  become 
one  of  the  Dig  service  institutions 
of  our  Church. 

Rev.  Becker  leaves  the  Wav- 
erly  Children's  home  where  he 
served  as  superintendent  for  the 
past  five  years.  ’  Many  changes 
took  place  at  the  Home  during  his 
stay  there.  The  program  of  the 
Home  was  changed  from  that  of 
a  long-term  institutional  care  for 
normal  children  to  a  treatment 
program  for  children  with  specific 
problems.  Well-trained  workers 
were  engaged  for  the  administra¬ 
tion  of  this  new  program,  which 
also  includes  the  placement  of 
children  into  a  normal  family  situ¬ 
ation  after  they  have  had  the  in¬ 
stitutional  experience.  A  nursery 
and  a  remedial  room  were  open¬ 
ed.  Among  other  physical  changes 
that  have  taken  place  is  the  erec¬ 
tion  of  Memorial  Hall  in  1941  and 
the  recent  completion  of  a  sun- 
porch  addition. 

Pastor  Becker  began  his  educa¬ 
tion  in  the  northern  party  of  Iowa. 
When  his  father  was  called  as  pro¬ 
fessor  of  religion  at  Wartburg 
Normal  College  in  Waverly,  the 
family  moved  to  this  city,  and 
Rev.  Becker  attended  the  local 
parochial  school  for  two  years. 
After  that  he  attended  Wartburg 
Normal  Academy,  Wartburg  Nor- 
'  mal  College,  and  Wartburg  Sem- 
inai-y,  graduating  from  the  sem¬ 
inary  in  1919.  Because  of  the  na¬ 
ture  of  his  work  in  Colorado, 
where  he  was  serving  congrega¬ 
tions,  he  became  vitally  interested 
in  social  problems  and  the  study 
of  .sociology.  He  attended  Colo¬ 
rado  State  College  of  Agriculture 
and  Mechanical  Arts,  at  which  in¬ 
stitution  he  earned  his  B.  S.  and 
M.  S.  degrees. 

Concerning  the  matter  of  the 
relocation  of  the  college,  Rev. 
Becker  disclosed  that  at  a  recent 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Higher 
Christian  Education  in  Chicago, 
it  was  decided  to  engage  the  ser¬ 
vices  of  an  expert  from  the  North 
Central  Association,  who  will 
study  the  question  objectively  and 
that  the  membei's  of  the  Board  of 
Education  should  contact  as  many 
people  as  possible  in  the  mid¬ 
west  area,  in  order  to  gather  all 
the  information  they  can  on  this 
question.  Bids  made  by  the  vari¬ 
ous  communities  to  secure  Wart¬ 
burg  College  are  also  being  con¬ 
sidered. 

Personally,  Rev.  Becker  is  most 
anxious  that  Wartburg  College 
should  have  a  chance  to  grow  and 
develop  normally.  It  is  his  firm 
conviction  that  no  institution  can 
develop  wholesomely  if  it  is  con¬ 
stantly  subjected  to  insecurity. 
The  most  important  immediate 
need  of  Wartburg  College  is  to 
gain  a  sense  of  stability  and  secur¬ 
ity.  That  is  true  of  the  student 
boc^  attending  Wartburg  College; 
it  is  equally  true  of  the  faculty 
serving  Wartburg  College;  and  it 
is  true  of  whatever  community 
Wartburg  College  may  be  located 
in. 

Pledging  his  whole-hearted  de¬ 
votion  to  his  new  task,  President 
Becker  declares,  “I  shall  give

This  year  Religious  Emphasis

convocations  with  Rev.  E.  Hoefer 
o^f  Waterloo,  Iowa,  Rev.  H.  A. 
Rausche,  the  Missouri  Lutheran 
pastor  of  Waverly.  Iowa,  and  Rev. 
H.  W,  Sieflces,  president  of  the 
Iowa  District,  as  guest  speakers. 

The  first  speaker,  Rev.  E.  Hot- 
fer.  chose  Acts.  4:4-13  as  the 
basis  for  his  Monday  morning 
adaress.  These  verses  portray  tha 
strong  conviction  of  Paul  and  his 
boldness  in  confessing  it,  he  said 
Pastor  Hoefer  continued,  “Wo 
need  conviction  because  the  world 
has  no  conviction."  Our  great 
weakness  is  that  we  do  not  have 
a  firm  conviction,  a  faith  strong 
enough  to  give  us  the  desire  and 
courage  to  confess  and  proclaim 
Jesus  Christ.  If  we  have  real 
faith,  the  love  of  Christ  will  con-' 
strain  us  to  live  for  him  and  to 
seek  to  bring  others  to  him.  We 
must  know  what  we  believe  and 
then  lead  lives  directed  by  our 
own  convictions. 

Pastor  Rausche  Speaks 

Tuesday  morning  the  students 
heard  an  inspiring  message  deliv¬ 
ered  by  Pastor  Rausche.  The 
theme  of  his  address  was  “Pur¬ 
poseful  Living."  The  fact  was 
stressed  that  a  life  cannot  be 
segi-egated  from  the  world  in 
which  we  live  if  it  is  to  be  pui- 
Posefi/J.  "We  must  let  our  light 
shine.”  he  said.  Our  lives  begin, 
center,  and  and  in  God;  particular¬ 
ly,  they  are  centered  in  Christ,  and 
it  is  beneath  the  cross  where  we 
receive  power  to  live  purposeful 
lives.  Christ  said,  "Without  me,  ye 
can  do  nothing." 

Pastor  Siefkes  based  his  mes¬ 
sage  on  1  Cor.  15:4,  "For  I  deliv¬ 
ered  unto  you  first  of  all  that 
which  I  also  received,  how  that 
Christ  died  for  our  sins  accordmg 
to  the  scriptures."  His  introduction 
emph.isized  the  fact  that,  as  stu¬ 
dents  enter  this  Lenten  season  they 
must  bend  their  spirits,  prepare, 
and  be  ready  to  follow  Christ  lO 
Golgotha.  In  talking  about  Lent, 
he  told  the  audience  that  it  is  not 
enough  to  have  one’s  emotions 
touched;  Christians  must  truly 
realize  the  love  of  Christ  and  He 
must  become,  “fiist  of  all,"  in  their 
lives.  "First  of  all”  was  his  rheme. 
He  asked  the  question,  “What  is  it 
that  really  comes  first  for  you  in 
your  life?”  Each  should  thoroughly 
examine  his  life  because  there  is 
an  extreme  urgency  for  Christ 
be,  “first  of  all,"  he  concluded.

The  fii^st  of  these  “hot  shots" 
a  freshman  forward  and  hails  from 
Shell  Rock,  Iowa.  His  name  is  Ted 
(Oimstead.  According  to  Webster’s 
Dictionary,  the  name  “Ted,” 
means  “gift  of  God.”  Anyone  who 
nas  seen  the  Knights  play  this  sea¬ 
son  can  really  see  that  Ted  literally 
was  such  a  gift.  Maybe  it  would 
be  more  appropriate  to  say  that 
Ted  was  a  gift  of  Iowa  State 
Teachers  College.  He  performed 
spectacularly  last  year  as  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Shell  Rock  high  school 
team  and  won  quite  a  bit  of  re¬ 
cognition  for  his  basketball  ability. 
After  receiving  bids  from  several 
other  Iowa  colleges,  Ted  finally 
enrolled  at  I.S.T  C.  last  fall.  He 
found  that  the  Teachers  would  be 
playing  no  basketball  tiiis  season, 
FO,  when  the  first  quarter  was 
over  at  Thanksgiving,  time,  the 
curly-headed  basketeer  transferred 
to  Wartburg. 

Doc  Hertel  tried  the  new  squad 
member  at  one  of  the  guard  spots 
for  several  drills  and  then  shifted 
him  to  a  forward  position  where 
Ted  performed  very  capably  dur¬ 
ing  The  entire  season.  Capably  isn't 
quite  the  word  for  it!  Ted  bit  the 
net  with  128  field  goals  and  46 
charity  tosses  to  total  302  points 

the  16  loop  games  in  which  he 
participated.  This  far  surpassed 
the  previous  high  total  of  243 
points  made  by  Evo  Sjecklocha  of 
Simpson  in  1942,  in  14  games. 
With  14  games  of  this  seasor 
played.  Ted  had  rung  up  248 
points  to  best  the  previous  record 
at  that  point. 

Ted  is  a  mild,  unassuming. fel¬ 
low,  wqU-liked  by  everyone  wha 
knows  him.  He  is  undoubtedly  the 
best  rebound  artist  for  his  size  on 
the  entire  squad.  His  greatest  as- 
Fet  is  his  wonderful  jumping  abili¬ 
ty  which  lifts  him  head  and  shoul¬ 
ders  above  everyone  on  the  court 
he  shoots  his  favorite  shot 
which  is  a  left-handed,  highly- 
arched  push  shot  that  consistently 
splits  the  cords.

CONFERENCE  RECONNAISSANCE

Iowa  Conference  basketball  is  practically  over  now,  and  the 
“Quidnuncs”  will  have  a  temporary  relief  from  reconnoitering  until 
baseball  starts  again. 

We  were  quite  pleased  when  the  Simpson  Redmen  came  through 
and  toppled  the  Duhawks  from  Loras  by  10  points.  As  you  remember, 
we  predicted  this  victory  for  Frank  Casey’s  boys  several  weeks  ago. 
Simpson  was  gunning  for  this  game,  after  absorbing  an  earlier  defeat 
from  Loras,  and  grabbed  an  early  lead,  never  to  be  headed  again. 

Wartburg  ended  the  season  on  Tuesday,  February  20,  against 
Central,  but  against  a  much  improved  team  of  Dutchmen.  Since  the 
Knights  played  them  several  weeks  ago,  they  held  Dubuque  U  to  an 
overtime  game  only  to  lose  out  49-45.  At  Luthei;  they  played  heads 
up  ball  and  were  ahead  two  points  at  the  half  but  lost  out  in  the 
stretch  52-41.  Then  they  met  the  Knights  and  threw  a  temporary 
scare  into  the  Wartbui  g  fans  by  snatching  an  early  first-quarter  lead 
14-7,  but  again  they  faded. 

Ted  Oimstead  and  Ix>well  Koch  have  certainly  proved  to  be 
‘hot-shots.”  They  lead  the  conference  in  one-two  order  with  302  and 
238  points  respectively.  Oimstead  shattered  the  old  conference  scor¬ 
ing  record  of  243  set  by  Evo  Sjecklocha  in  1942,  and  ended  up  with 
a  high  18.8  average  per  game.  We  still  haven't  found  any  record  for 
free  throws  made  in  one  season,  but  the  58  charity  shots  flicked  in  by 
Lowell  Koch  must  be  at  the  top. 

The  Knights  have  a  high  average  in  points  per  game  this  season 
and  ran  up  an  impressive  total  in  16  conference  games.  They  count¬ 
ed  847  tallies  for  an  average'  of  52.9  against  an  average  of  47  and  a 
total  of  754  counters  by  their  opponents. 

Voting  for  four  fon\’ards,  two  centers,  and  four  guards,  the  Wart¬ 
burg  squad  and  Dr.  Hertel  have  chosen  an  all-opponents  team.  Simp¬ 
son  and  Dubuque  U.  each  placed  3  men  on  the  team,  2  from  Loras 
were  given  top  rating,  and  Luther  and  Penn  put  on  1  apiece.  The  ten 
receiving  the  most  votes  and  the  college  for  which  they  played  are 
listed  below.

If  Iowa  Wesleyan  should  lose  to  Central 
in  one  of  the  few  remaining  conference  games,  Wartburg  would  move 
up  into  fifth  place.
